AUCKLAND, New Zealand, June 21,~Ada- 
vices from Samoa, dated June 14, reached 
here to-day. 

According to these dispatches, the British 
warship Curacoa and the German warship 
Buszard visited the locality of the rebel 
camp recently and notified the rebels that if 
ten chiefs and fifty suns were ser. 
rendered, no attack would be made upon 
them by the Government forces. The rebels 
were also informed that if they resolved to 
reject this proposition and to fight,they were 
at liverty to send their women and children 
on board the Curacoa and Buzzard. 

After some Geliberation the rebels sent ten 
chiefs and fifty worthless guns on board the 
war ships, which shortly afterwards left the 
vicinity of the rebel camp. 

After the departure of the warships the 


rebels reoccupied the forts which they had. 


deserted and openly defied the Government 
forces. 

On the Sunday following the visit of the 
war ship to the rebel camp, the rebels fred 
upon a village where Chief Malieotoa was 
supposed to be attending divine Service and 
advanced upon the village itself. The rebels 
however, were repulsed by the Gover nment 
force with slight loss on both sides. 

It was the evident intention of the rebels in 
attacking the Village to make an attempt to 
kil] Chief Malieotoa, but their plans would 
have miscarried in any case for the chief was 
absent at the time.

The 
weather in England and in France was fine 
and in Southern Russia was improving anda 
change to more settled weather was in- 
Gicated for Germany. Marseilles advices 
stated that in the Southern Department of 
France, the crop is ina promising condition. 
It can de put down @s an assured fact, how~ 
ever, that the European crop prospects, 
which only a short time aso were 60 excel- 
lent, have gone back greatly of late owing to 
adverse weather conditions and. Europe will 
hardly raise average crops of wheat and rye 
this year. 

The Cincinnati Price Current says: Noth- 
ing bas unfavorably changed the winter 
wheat outloox, where barvesting is progress- 
ing. Expectations are realized and quality 
good. The spring wheat position is less as- 
suring and to some extent becoming critival. 
There is no improvement in the cat crop. 
Corn is retarded, but extensive, though not 
general rains, give satisfactory advance- 
ment. There is a generally splendid out- 
look. a’, 

Winnipeg Commeretal— The Manitoba crop 
situation has been one of some anxiety this 
week, and the week has been perhaps the 
most critical one for thecrops. Rain bas 
fallen in nearly all sections since our last re- 
port, Dut it has come inthe form of showers 
and thunder storms, and not in a general 
and prolonged rain,though the showers were 
fairly general one or too days. Some dis- 
tricts have received abundant rains and are 


in shape to withstand a considerable dry 
spell ther sections only had enough rain 
to relieve immediate wants, while in still 
other Gistricts the showers were not equal 
to the requirements. — Red Rwer valley 
needs wes rain at on 

Capt. A. “Lightner of the City of Provi- 
dence says that wheat is being harvested all 
along the river, and expectsto dring in a 
good deal of new "wheat by the latter part of 
next weer. 

The London Times says that a great deal of
